Dozen Persons Frozen to Death. 
Kansas City, Feb. 14. — The climax 


of the severe cold spell which began 
on Jan. 1, since which time the temper- 
ature has never risen above the freez- 
ing point, was reached here when 2.1.2 
below zero was recorded by the gov-f 
ernment thermometer and 25 degrees 
by other thermometers. This state- 
ment of conditions in Kansas City may 
be extended to western Missouri, Kan- 
sas. Nebraska, Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory, all points reporting the cold- 
est weather of the winter, and most of 
them the coldest ever known. A dozen 
persons have been reported frozen to 
death in the southwest in the past two 
days. Winter wheat is covered by 
snow and is not affected by the cold. 
Stock losses are not heavy, because 
owners had ample warning. Train on 
all railroads are delayed by anow~' 
drifts, the wind carrying the snow into 
the cuts. 


River Conditions Serious. 


Wheeling, W. Va.. Feb. 14. — River 


conditions above and below Wheeling 
are the most menacing in the history 
of steamboating. and big loss to float- 
ing property is believed to be inevit- 
able. The river is now gorged from 
Buck HH bottom to just below Wheel- 
Ing, and when the Immense field of ice 
passes Out, as it is expected to do with 
the passing of the cold snap, it may 
mow down scores of tow boats and 
small packets which are but illy skel- 
tered. The Ice is heavier than ever 
before known on the upper Ohio, and 
the present cold wave is adding to tha 
seriousness of the situation.
